The o nly Impo rtant business sched­ 
uled in the senate was a reso lutio n

The reso luflo n was so wo rded as 
no t to affect Representative William

have Vare denied his seat if lie wins 
the Pennsy lvania electio n In No vem­ 
ber. 
President Co o lidge will make 
his annual visit to the capito l to day 
to sign the last bills passed by bo th 
ho uses. 
He will sign the measure»

W ashingto n, July 3.— The 
6 9 th 
co ngress will adjo urn to day fo r the 
summer with a reco rd o f having do ne 
mo re wo rk since December than any 
o ther co ngress o f recent y ears. 
A $350,000,000 tax reductio n law 
was enacted; 
the Italian and five 
o ther debt settlements were ratified; 
a lo ng pending reso lutio n fo r Amer­ 
ican adherence to the wo rld co urt 
was ado pted; abo ut 500 bills have 
been passed. 
Pro hibitio n legislatio n, the French 
debt settlement, the rivers and h a r­ 
bo rs hill, the Lausanne treaty . Mus­ 
cle Sho als and Bo ulder Dam develo p­ 
ment pro jects, the Dawes rules revi­ 
sio n. the co al bill and railway co n­ 
so lidatio n measures remain unacted 
upo n. 
A mino r farm relief bill was pass­ 
ed, but the issue o f general farm aid 
was left unsettled. 
Leaders o f all factio ns are satisfied 
and virtually every senato r and co n­ 
gressman Is ready and eager to go 
ho me.

S om e 5 3 American and Canadian writers and students <>f 
journalism, headed by Prof. E. Marion J ohnston, chairman of the 
School of J ournalism, Univ ersity of Minnesota, sailed from Qtic- 
l» ec early this month for a six weeks tour of newspaper plants of 
Europe. In the party are students and writers from Oregon, Cali­ 
fornia, Wisconsin, Tennessee, Alabama, Georgia, Indiana, New 
York, Florida and Ontario, Canada. 
We wonder why they are 
going to Europe. That part of the world has much to learn from 
America in journalism. 
The daily newspaper as conducted in 
America is a rarity on the continent. 
English nowspaperdom has different headlines, adv ertise­ 
ments, etc., than we employ . 
Europe attaches more importance 
to the literary or political side of things than it does to actual 
news happenings. It will giv e first page prominence to the learned 
discussion of the plot of some play or to the latest book, and en­ 
tirely neglect news happenings of interest. 
In Europe there Is not the fev erish haste apparent which 
characterizes the issuance of American newspapers. There is not 
that neM of getting the latest news nor that dread of being 
“ scooped” by the opposition paper. 
Really , we do not know just what this journalistic ex pedi­ 
tion is to acquire in the way of information regarding the conduct 
of a newspaper on European lines. Whatev er Europe has to show 
them spells only leisurely surv ey of things of a literary or drama­ 
tic nature, or some angle of politics, and the Lord knows thaf 
with their many blocs and rights and lefts and centers and other 
parties, the science of politics is an intricate one and requires 
much study . 
That ex pedition of students will come back to America with 
a greater respect and lov e for l r. S. newspapers, for the compari­ 
son with Old World standards will only he in our fav or, in ev ery 
way , shape and manner. 


THE ART 01 I T M 'l i m J TYPEWRITER KEYS 


T he art of punching ty pewriterikpy s is a dignified and noble 
one. Various sy stems are in v ogue to get the necessary action of 
the key s. 
The pretty stenographer, graduate of the commercial 
college, uses the touch sy stem and strokes her key s lov ingly and 
tenderly . 
There is no lost motion and*but little noise attached. 
Horny handed editors of the old school and ev en an occasional 
court reporter like that v eteran George Moody employ the “ hunt” 
sy stem. The “ hunt” sy stem gets along with less fingers than the 
“ touch” proposition. 
Generally three fingers of the right hand 
and one or two of the left hand are used in forcibly batting sense 
into the unoffending ty pewriter machine. 
But Billy Noonan, as our old friend George Ericsson tells 
us, has the real sy stem. 
Billy has a homemade pine desk with 
long legs, a tall chair reinforced with an old dictionary for the 
seat, thus giv ing Billy a rather high and ex alted position at the 
machine. Billy is so high up in relation to the machine that la» is 
able to giv e each key a down poke with the finger. 
He has a 
short arm mov ement like Gene Tunney that carries an awful wallop 
and ty pewriters don't last long, as a rule, when Noonan pokes out 
his Baudette observ ations. 
As a rule, it matters little how the ty pewriter machine is 
manipulated, if the product turned out is of a high order. 
After 
the subject matter is set in ty pe, the reader has no idea as to how 
laboriously or easily the copy was hammered out on the machine. 
The usual ty pewriter leads a dog’s life in any newspaper 
office and the machine is carelessly referred to as a “ mill.”

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STUDYING OLD WORLD JOURNALISM 


S o m e 53 American and Canadian writers arid students of 
journalism, headed by Prof. E. Marion Johnston, chairman of the 
School of Journalism, University of Minnesota, sailed from Que­ 
bec early this month for a six weeks tour of newspaper plants of 
Europe. In the party are students and writers from Oregon, Cali- 
fornia, Wisconsin, Tennessee, Alabama, Georgia, Indiana, New 
York, Florida and Ontario, Canada. 
We wonder why they are 
going to Europe. That part of the world has much to learn from 
America in journalism. 
The daily newspaper as conducted in 
America is a rarity on the continent. 
English newspaperdom has different headlines, advertise­ 
ments, etc., than we employ. 
Europe attaches more importance 
to the literary or political side of things than it does to actual 
news happenings. It will give first page prominence lo the lea me; 
discussion of the plot of some play or to the latest book, and en­ 
tirely neglect news happenings of interest. 
In Europe there is not the feverish haste apparent which 
characterizes the issuance of American newspapers. There is not 
that nefcd of getting the latest news nor that dread of being 
“scooped” by the opposition paper. 
Really, we do not know just what this journalistic expedi­ 
tion is to acquire in the way of information regarding the conduct 
of a newspaper on European lines. Whatever Europe has to show j 
them spells only leisurely survey of things of a literary or drama­ 
tic nature, or some angle of politics, and the Lord knows I ha! 
with their many blocs and rights and lefts and centers and other 
parties, the science of politics is an intricate one and requires 
much study. 
That expedition of students will come back to America with 
a greater respect and love for U. S. newspapers, for the compari­ 
son with Old World standards will only be in our favor, in every 
way, shape and manner.

The usual typewriter leads a dog’s life in any newspaper 
office and the machine is carelessly referred to as a “mill.”

T H E T U C I I M Q I K OF RELIGIO N 
Tilt' world has knowm ninny great artists who have painted many great 
pictures but none of them used precisely the sam e technique. 
Each used 
that method which seemed best fitted to his own personality. 
Not all great m usicians use the sam e technique, but we ire charm ed as 
we listen to the song. Tho m essage is not in tile technique but in the theme. 
Most of today’s religious controversy is raging about the technique of 
religion and the vital m essage is lost in the roads of the contention. 
The posture that a man takes when ho prays can hardly he as im portant 
as the fact that he prays; the attitude of body is of far less importance than 
the attitude of mind. 
It is neither the vestments, the milpit gown, tim Prince 
Albert coat, the frock coat nor the surplice that makes the sermon, hut tile 
message of the preacher. 
Architecture, music, ritual and rites are only aids to worship. 
They arc* 
not worship.’ but they assist the w orshipper and it often happens that what 
aids one w orshipper does not always prove helpful to another. 
For this reason it will never bo possible to bring all religious people into 
one church, any more than it will be possible to get nil people to eat the same 
food or wear the sam e clothes.

(a) a well stocked shelf of canned 
and ready-to-serve foods, 
(b) at 
least two kinds of new improved can 
openers, (c) a combined gas a i d 
electric range, if in the city, where 
power and gas are available, or if 
she is remote from ,-uch conven­ 
iences, she has the m ost improved 
type of oil 
range, 
(d) oil floor 
mops and the improved long handled 
type of dust pan and brush, (e) 
soft whisk-brooms for brushing the 
over-stuffed furniture, (f) a sched­ 
ule 
for 
her 
housework, 
certain 
hours for routine household duties 
and 
for 
planning 
and preparing 
meals, Cg) other hours for recrea­ 
tion, — visiting friends, matinees 
concerts, and church, with sufficient 
leisure for reading and otherwise 
expanding and enjoying life. 
Once accustomed to such a syste­ 
matic method of accomplishing the 
nesce^ary tasks of the home, the 
housewife will find that the work 
becomes almost mechanical, takes a 
minimum of thought and energy, 
and she is able to conserve her ef­ 
fort for more congenial occupation*. 
The well stocked shelf of pre­ 
pared foods leaves the h<m»ewife 
ever ready for emergencies in the 
way of unexpected guests, besides 
giving ber the food for the family 


meals in a form that requires a 
minimum of her own effort in prep­ 
aration. 
T he very best method is 
to keep a list of the foods she uses 
often and of the delicacies that are 
her resources for emergency meals, 
for salads and desserts. Tile staples 
of which there should be a generous 
supply in cans are peas, stringless 
beans, spinach, corn, spaghetti, to­ 
matoes, kidney beans, baked beans; 
soups such as tomato, clam broth, 
vegetable, and chicken; fruits, pears, 
peaches, grapefruit, pineapple; de­ 
licacies in the way of asparagus, 
boned chicken, seafoods, 
shrimp, 
salmon, tuna, oysters, which are es­ 
pecially adapted to the hastily pre­ 
pared meals; ingredients for pies 
such as sour red cherries, pum p­ 
kin, 
rhubarb, 
also 
sauces, 
salad 
dressings, desserts like fig and plum 
pudding and fruit cake. 
W ith these foods at hand, it is a 
simple m atter to plan meals and to 
serve them.

types of can opener. 
They operate 
with surprising ease and cut the en­ 
tire top of the can off. leaving no 
jagged edges. 
One type can be 
screwed to the table or shelf. 
It 
operates wdth a rotary motion, cut­ 
ting off the rim of the can. 
Tw o 
other types are so arranged that 
scissors-like levers 
held with the 
left hand grip the edge of the can 
and a screw turned with the right 
hand cuts off the rim. 
There is 
no jabbing the cap in order to in­ 
sert the opener and no great physi­ 
cal effort as with the old fashioned 
type. 
The combined gas and electric 


ranges which come sometimes with 
a fireless cooker attached cause tile 
least possible smoke and dirt, h; vc 
regulators for proper degrees of 
beat and time clocks to shut off the 
heat, making it unnecessary for the 
housewife to stay in the kitchen the 
entire time the mea! is cooking. 
Long handled brushes and dust­ 
pans eliminate stooping, and the 
soft whisk-brooms for over-stuffed 
furniture raise little dust and are un­ 
harmful to the nap of the material. 
Oil floor mops get up all the dust, 
leaving the floors with a gleaming 
finish that is a protection to the 
wood as well. 
Household aids of this sort go 
half way toward efficiency. 
The 
other half is systematic use of them. 
Certain hours set aside and the de­ 
termination to accomplish the tasks
